DOG LICENSE LAW 
FRAMED TO MAKE 
CANINES STAY AT HOME 


[SPECIAL. TO TUB OAXBTTi:]. 


Madison, July 1J4.—Although many 


complaints are being received j from 
the rural communities regarding the 
new license law, the state department 
o.° agriculture 
is preparing 
to 
GO 


ahead with the making' of the blanks 
and other arrangements for putting 
the "measure into force next spring, 
iFor the past 20 y :ars efforts have been 
made at every session of the legisla- 
ture to pass'-a dog license\bill;. and 
while the measure has gone through 
several times, it. has usually -been ve- 
toed by the executive. 
This time it 
has been approved by Governor B. L. 
Philipp, 
who 
announced, however, 
that ,he had many misgivings us 
to 


how the law would operate. 
Annually, before June SO-, the owner 


of a dog must obtain a license and 
pay a fee of 33 for a ma'le and $5 for 
a female, 
The first 
license 
period 


shalhbegin July 1, 1920. Dogs without 
license may be killed ana the town 
clerk shall pay a fee of SI to the per- 
son killing the unlicensed dog. 
A.ny \ 


person may kill a dog, whether licens- 
ed or .unlicensed, if found killing or 
worrying any domestic animal. 
The idea back of the bill is to kill 
of al! stray dogs which, worry sheep 
and cattle. 
The bill makes it the 


duty of the owner of a dog to keep him 
at home f.rom sxinset to sunrise. 
Any 
dog found off the premises 
of 
its 
owner between sunset 
and 
sunrise 


and unaccompanied by its owner or 
som'o one in control oC it, shall be con- 
sidered an unlicensed dog and a nui-, 
sance and may be siezed and killed. 


The fund which is built un,1n the 


town by the dog license money shall 
be used to pay damages to persons 
whose, animals are killed ,by dogs. 
The- owners of domestic animals, in- 
cluding poultry, attacked, worried or 
killed may -within 10 days file a, notice 
with the town 'clerk, Vwith tho 
claim 


for damages. 
These claims slmll be 


solely against the dog fund and shall 
create no other liability on .the part 
of the county.

Dogs brought into the state tem- 


porarily for a period of not exceeding 
30 days for show purposes, if kept 
confined, shall/be exempt from 
the 


provisions of the law.

South America, was known as Cru- 
soe's island because another adven- 
turer had spent five years there in sol- 
itude, and it was thought for some 
time that Defoe had recorded

hermit's experience.

But follo-i-ing 
Crusoe's 
directions 
that he landed on an island in a .lati- 
tude of 11 degrees, near the mouth 
of the Orino'co river, and in sight of 
tho island of Trinidad, we come upon 
the island of Tobago, the only one an- 
swering the description. 


An interesting- discovery which gave 


prominence to Tobago as 
the .,real 


Crusoe's island occurred some years 
ago, when the skeleton of a. goat was 
unearthed in a cave on the, island. 
This coincided remarkably with Cru- 
soe's statement that he found a dying" 
goat in a hillside cave and later buried 
it here. 
"Crusoe's goat" became for 


a time an object of great popular in- 
terest and figured as a prominent ex- 
hibit at .the Chicago World's fair. 
Tobago's failure to obtain greater, 


recognition of its importance as the 
"only 
authentic. 
Robinson 
Crusoe 


Island" is doubtless due .to the fact 
that it is a-retiring-'little island,"con- 
cerned chiefly with" its plantations and 
trade. IJeaving Crusoe out altogether, 
Tobago had an eventful history, from 
the time it was discovered byiChris- 
toplier Columbus, on his'third voyage, 
until England took it from France in 
1803. and started to turn i t . into a 
profitable colony. 
Its present -estate 


after/a century of English • rule is less 
that of a desert island than of a partly 
wooded, party cultivated and built-up
